•minister ot the treasury, "for ten or 
twelve hours daily either at depart- 
mental committees or at the' council 
ot state, when every detail of the new 
laws necessary to complete our imper- 
fect legislation was discussed la his 
presence. He strengthened the army 
by numerous recruits, inspected and 
reviewed every division. He increased 
his artillery, always his favorite branch 
•of the service. He examined the plans 
of fortresses, ordered the works neces- 
sary 
1:0 their compleri n, regulated 


himself the contracts for weapons, uni- 
forms, provision and 
purchase of 


horses 
He demanded accounts of ev- 


ery detail from each minister, even ad 
dressing himseif to tlie beat! clerks 


ticles.aud, to assure himself Uiat noth- 
ing had been leEt In the wagoa, mount- 
ed on to the axle box of 
wheel, holding on to tlie spokes." 


The truthfulness of these casual state- 


ments is borne out by Napoleon's ad- 
missions in letters to Josephine during 
the Prussian campaign of 
1SOG: 


"I travel from twenty to twenty-five 


leagues a day in carriages, on horse- 
back—in every manner. I go to bed 
at S and ara up again by midnight. 


"I vow I am the greatest slave among 


men. 
My master has no bowels of 


compassion, and that master is tbe na- 
ture of thiug=." 


Yet this busy man had what he call- 


ed ''leisure," for he once wrote to the 
direcloi-y: 


"I employ my leisure moments in 


studying the incurable wounds in the 
administration of the army of Italy." 


And he professed to flrul diversion in 


the dry details of oflicial reports. 


"it must have been observed," he 


wrote to General Rerthicr, "that I read 
theso ret'jrnb with as much pleasure 


when the ministers themselves could I as if thoy wore good literature." 
not answer his questions satisfactorily. ! And to General Lacuee: "I iinve road 
It wa'i not uncommon to see ministers i with thn greatest interest the splendid

had to undergo, while Napoleon, who

In the civil service as well as in the

"When the documents," says Maret, 


one of the department secretaries, "had 
been submitted to tie 
secretary of 


state- and were sect to the emperor for 
his signature he svould leave them on 
his writing table and only sign the 
following day. This was his constant 
habit. The examination of those pa- 
pers formed a special part of his work. 
To each name, without exception, there 
was a note in his handwriting.

are some of his annotations, copied 
exactly: 'Granted,' 'Impossible,' 'For 
what reason?'
